MOB SPIRIT 

CrVILISATION of today lias reached such an Advanced stage that. It can 
hardly be compared with that of any other age. New inventions and 
discoveries have changed the whole trend of ordinary life, widely affecting 
social conditions, and at the same time effecting in a way a social revolution 
New problems are always arising which have never required consideration 
TSefore and which must be handled by men of initiative and ability. 

One tendency which appears characteristic of this new state of affairs 
seems to be the ntrcss which is being laid, partly by accident, partly by cir- 
cumstance, on the consideration of the mass of people rather than the in 
dividual. Everything is made in large quantities for a large number of 
people; entertainments and amusements are arranged to appeal to as many 
as possible; consideration of the feelings and wishes of the general mass Is 
regarded as essential, and the world seems in danger of being stampeded 
by mob spirit. 

This tendency is one which is natural, but one which is nonc-the-less 
to be feared. The tremendous increase in population and its greater con- 
centration in certain centres is partly responsible; while the increasing lack 
of privacy and quiet, and the effect of newspapers, movies and the like, which 
act upon vast numbers simultaneously are other Important factors which 
act in the same direction. 

One characteristic of every mob is that a. leader or leaders are necessary 
to keep It in any kind of order. Everyone knows how mob spirit operates. 
In a panic at a fire, for instance, everything is forgotten and the mob thinks 
* only of the present, and a wild and disorganised dash to escape from danger 
is the result. Mob spirit prevails unless there are. some who can transcend 
the present in their own thousht, exercise an influence on the mob and 
keep them sane. 

And this seems to be one of the really great dangers In the world today — 
the throat of mob spirit. If the general tendencies which are becoming a 
part of human life in this age cannot be changed, then it is necessary to de- 
velop leaders, men who can stand aside and think for themselves and can 
regulate and control matters. The more men who can be developed who can 
stand apart from the mob and have a mind of their own, the less danger 
I there will be. 

In developing such men the universities must of necessity play an im- 
portant part. In the last hundred years the loss in the power of thought 
has been tremendous. At the present day a man has more schooling, reads 
more printed words, has far more advantages and luxuries than a man a 
century ago, but he has no need for concentrated thought and in most cases 
easily dispenses with it. He may have quicker wits than his predecessor, 
• hut he has less of them. ' * 

With so many positions being reduced to routine work in which man be- 
comes little more than a machine, the need for individual thought is becoming 
' more marked. The University is perhaps the hest place to develop think' 
ing men who can be sent out into the world as a small working force against 
the powers of circumstance which must be combatted. 

But the university, too, must be careful lest it be prevaded by this same 
factor, which we have called mob spirit. In some of the large universities 
in the United States this seems to be creeping in. Professors deliver the 
same lecture four or five times during the day to large numbers of students 
whotcome in cbss after class. They then go off to other classes and the 
earns' process is repeated. The student must attend a. certain number of lec- 
tures a week, and in this way he receives a standardized form of knowledge. 

Again the fear of suppression of individual thought arises. The uni- 
versity is above all a place where thought of all kinds should be fostered and 
encouraged. University graduates can then exercise a great influence, and 
both: by thought and action work against the growing power of mob spirit. 



THE SCHOOL OF HARD KNOCKS 

MR. Whiting Williams reiterated time-worn advice, when he told his in- 
terviewer that an education in the "school of hard knocks'' is necessary 
• even to the career of a college student. 

But when Mr. Whiting Williams says so. the advice takes on a new and 
.refreshing tone, for Mr. Williams not only gives this advice, but lives it. He 
graduated from college with a Master's degree. He went a great deal further 
In formal study than most college students when.. he travelled to Berlin for 
post-graduate study. When he entered business he may „or may not have 
withstood hard knocks; he arrived In due time at a very high position— and 
then abandoned It for an education that equalled his college courses, good as 
.they were. 

That education consisted in working as a laborer. Very few capitalists 
would be willing to soil their hands thus, unless their own financial interests 
j would be directly bettered thus. As a eonnequence we have a large class of 
capitalists who talk knowingly about "labor" which is a subject they know 
very little about. Of course, the boot is on the other foot as well. The 
laborer In the pits never tries his hand at the vice-president's job, although 
he talks just an knowingly about the "damnable autocracy of capitalism." 

Mr. Williams culls his training us a laborer, a course In the university 
of experience, and we arc glad to sec he notices that many university stu- 
dents gather experience during vacation time. Many railway tracks have 
been laid, much mineral has been forced from the ground, many trunks 
have been carried up hotel stairs, (and tips taken) by college students. 

Nevertheless, there are a great many bachelors of arts and commerce 
who have kept their hands unspotted from the world, and who fall onto soft 
ground at first if their parents are influential, or on rough ground if they 
have to fend for themselves. But we have a suspicion that all sooner or 
later will have to take a course in the university of hard knocks, and— the 
sooner the better. 

People like Mr. Williams not only get on exceedingly well in the world, 
but also contribute more than any number of politicians and grumblers, to 
"the amelioration of trouble In commercial life.

AMERICAN HISTORY IN 

UNA DULTERAT ED FORM 

Hendrik Van Loon Claims Wasteful Warfare of 
Middle Ages no Worse Than the Selfish 
Conflicts of Modern Captains of Industry. 



AMERICA, By Hendrik Wlllem Van 
Loon. New York, Boni and Live- 
right, 470 pp. fS.

WHEN H. G. Wells in 1920 pub- 
lished his "Outline of His- 
tory" he took a subject from 
the vaults of academic obscurity and 
made It a national pastime. 

And thereby the common people 
were immeasurably enriched. 

Prom that date an ever Increasing 
number of people have gained In wis- 
dom and usefulness through the con- 
stant stream of books that have pour- 
ed out popularising every great branch 
of knowledge. And In thiB dissemina- 
tion of fact and enlightened opinion 
lies the essence of world peace. "Hu- 
man History" said Wells, "is becoming 
more and more a race between edu- 
cation and catastrophe." 

Among the foremost lit this crusade 
to raise the so-called proletariat from 
the slough of ignorant Indifference Is 
Hendrik Wlllem Van Loon. Both In 
"The Story of Mankind" and in his 
latest book America he rocs several 
steps farther than H. G. Wells In the 
writing of popular history. His elyle 
Is conversational and he fires off his 
broadsides of historical fact and de- 
duction as if he had just met you on 
the street corner and the latest piece 
of news was Columbus' discovery of 
America or the separation of the 
American colonies from England. One 
suddenly finds himself listening, or 
rather reading, with the curious feel- 
ing that a series of hitherto very dry 
facts seem to possess an unusual vi- 
tality and interest. " 

The feeling grows that the school 
history books must have been all out 
of tune. Surely they never described 
the dusty Lord North of George HI 
as belonging "to a family that gave 
England a great number of distin- 
guished politicians and Epsom salts." 
And yet this and one or two further 
sentences are sufficient to convey a 
more lasting' irop'reaVkon of the real 
Lord North than a thousand platitudi- 
nous utterances. Here in one sentence 
we have the whole cause and effect of 
the American War of Independence: 
"He (Lord North) was the most ami- 
able statesman who ever gambled for 
the fate of an empire and lost." And 
to complete the picture and our under 
standli.flr of the stubborn Indifference 
that lost the colonies this is added: 
"And when he was bawled out by the 
members of His Majesty's most loyal 
oposition, he pulled his wig over his 
eyes and quietly went to sleep." 
No Reverenee for Paat 
It Is because Van Loon lias absolute 
ly no reverence for the past In spite 
of Its hoary age that he is able to 
write unadulterated history. But In 
discussing; dead heroes In the tone 
usually reserved for contemporaries he 
is not flippant to the point of sacrific- 
ing accuracy for a so-called "wise- 
crack". Van Loon has no illusions 
about the glittering pageantry that 
blinds the casual student of history. 
He marks It for the froth that It Is 
and quickly clears it aside revealing 
the deep undercurrents that pulsate 
backwards and forwards through the 
stream of human affairs like the shut- 
tle on a loom. Tho reader unconscious- 
ly gains that "vision of history", see- 
ing himself and many of the appar- 
ently outstanding events of his time as 
only Incidental ripples on the surface 
of the stream. 

George Washington has been loo 
often held up as a paragon of virtue, 
but, disconcerting as It may be to 
Idol-worshippers, Van Loon Inad- 
vertantly discovers him to be a human 
.being. He wat a man who knew his 
business, who could be grncrous nnd 
considerate to those who stuck to 
their post. But let any man shirk his 
duty and, low and behold! virtuous 
George "—would bawl him out right 
then and there and once going he could 
curse like the marlnea." In other words 
when the honest citizen thlnka of 
Cleorge Washington he should remem- 
ber that George waa conducting a war 
not a "pink tea". 

It muat be generally admitted that 
no hletory of America would be com- 
plete without due space being accord 
td such eminent members of the com- 
munity as highjacker* and bootleg- 
ger*. They form an integral part of 
the atory. "The highjacker," aaya 
Van Loon, "joe* hla way and worrlet 
not, unleaa the bootlegger has the 
drop on li lui and then he never haa to 
worry about anything else as long a* 
he live*, which Is usually about thirty 
•econd*." 

Bootlegier and Highjacker 
But the highjacker I* no new «pe- 
lée. On the contrary we are told that 
— If I state that many of the great 
heroee of our national hiaiory (and 
American national history mean* thr 
national hletory of two»<or* coun- 
tries) were highjacker*. I am not re- 
vetting * new and »tartllng eecret." 
Jf you dent believe thl* witne** the 
following inimitable potUiunn-u* bto-

graphy of a typical "great man", 
which, Incidentally, hits tho heroic 
nail on the bend with tho most accu- 
rate "sock" I've heard in some time: 
"The buccaneer's cook who was hang- 
ed In the year 1600 has become the 
"Intrepid privateer" of the year 1700, 
has been promoted to the status of 
"that brave sea-dog" of tho campaign 
of 1812 and gets a monument In Ihe 
year 1900 as one of the founders of a 
glorious colonial empire." 

As Hendrik Van Loon see It, the 
United Stales is fnr from being a 
white dove lu comparison to Ihe rank 
intrigues of Europe's age-old monar- 
chies. It Is merely that "the past Is 
always picturesque." And one Is In- 
clined to cry "Hear! Hoar!" on read- 
ing that "—the great Inter-dynnsllc 
struggle of two hundred years ago 
was every whit as stupid and wasteful 
ns the conflict between the groups of 
financial interests who are now fight- 
ing for the possession of our water- 
power and our rubber." "The only dif- 
ference." we are lold, Is tho.t "The 
campaigns of the eighteenth century 
were conducted from Ilia saddln of n 
horse, (while) those of today are con- 
ducted from the seventeenth floor of n 
skyscraper." 

Laundered Hiatory 

In the passages quoted above one 
may gain a fair idea of the complete 
Impartiality of the author of Amarlea. 
It Is certainly the most readable his- 
tory one could lay hands on. In deal- 
ing with the more wilfully blind ef- 
forts of famous figures and nations to 
solve their problems, its atmosphere 
of sustained sarcasm Is a treat to ex- 
perience. For there aro many events In 
human history over which the broad- 
minded historian may grow legitimate- 
ly contemptuous. If there Is any lesson 
that history teaches It is that high of- 
fice, illustrious ancestry, titles and 
gold braid are more often the Index of 
an Individual's Inferiority than a mark 
of actual distinction. So Mr. Van Loon 
has written a atory that exhlhlts no 
particular originality In the accumu 
lation of facts but presents them In a 
somewhat laundered form from which 
the dusty bunk of unmerited reverence 
of tho past for Its own sake has been 
thoroughly washed out. 

The outlook of America Is at the 
present time has been nowhere bet- 
ter put than In the following signifi- 
cant paragraph: 

Wc have been so busy burning in 
cense before the high altar of material 
prosperity, wc have been so blinded 
by the dangling promises of that 
shabby dlety. Success, that we have 
had no time to think of ourselves as a 
people with the obligations of a civi- 
lized national existence." 
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Diverting Story 
Seeks Proof of 
Gods Existence 



"SAMPLES", an anthology of modern 
fiction. Boni and Liveright, New 
York. 406 page*. $2.50.

THE short story is undoubtedly 
"the" thing nowadays, and the 
insatiable and varying demands 
of tho public have led to a veritable 
flood of tales of every degree of length 
and merit, wherein ono must flounder 
through much second class stuff to 
reach the comparatively few that are 
worth while. It is a real pleasure, 
therefore, to pick up an anthology 
such as "Sample*", where stories 
really worth reading have been sal- 
vaged from the great uuchurted seas 
of current literature, and attractively 
served up for consumption. 

As one reads through the stories. It 
Is evident that the editors of the book, 
Llllio Ityltenbeig and Beatrice Lang, 
have a very clear Idea of what u short 
story should be, as opposed to what 
short stories so often are. Instead of 
attempts at miniature novels, complete 
with plot, hero and heroine, villain and 
happy ending, we find here clear-cut 
little etchings of life and character, 
hometlmes drawn with bold and obvl- 
ou» atroke* aa In George Ade's "Tall- 
Htoy" or more vubtlly, as In "Let'i do 
to Hinky Dink'*", an exquisite rameo 
by I^ouls Hromflrld of u modern hec- 
tio romance Handing out In relief 
agalnal a background of an older, 
graceful love atory. 

No writer ha* more than on» story 
represented In the collection. Till* tn- 
■ urea the moat complete variety, and 
ono ran turn th* pagee with the de- 
lightful uncertainty as to what the 
next atory la going to be like. To our 
mind thl» I* a far more pleasurable 
way of reading than to wade through 
the collected alorle* pt a single au- 
thor, » !•.-:» one find* (he *am« thread 
of it) If, and possibly of idea*, i tinning 
through them alt

THS BRIDGE OF SAN LUIS REY. By 
Thornton Wilder. Ntw York, 235 pp. 
2.60.

111-'; Bridge of San Luis rtey" la 
a study of five separate char- 
acters who lost their lives 
when the bridge of San Luis Rey 
bioko nnd preclpnted them to their 
death at the bottom of Ihe gorge sev- 
eral hundred feet below. This bridge 
was on the highroad between Lima 
and Cur-co, In Peru. It was but a ladder 
of osier with handrails of dried vine, 
but so long had It remained intact— 
a century — and so sacred was it — it 
had been protected by St. Louis of 
France— that It seemed destined to lust 
forever.. 

Tho accident of the bridge created 
profound ronslernation on the mind? 
of tho Peruviana and more particular- 
ly the Llmeans. "Servant girls returned 
bracelets which they had stolen from 
their mistresses, and usurers haran- 
gued their wives angrily, In defense of 
usury. Vet. It was rather strange that 
this event should have so Impressed 
the Llmeans, for In that country those 
catastrophes which lawyers shockingly 
call 'acts of God* wero more than usu- 
nlly frequent. 

"Every one was deeply impressed, 
but only one person did anything about 
It, nnd that was Brother Juniper." 
Brother Juniper. Indeed, had often 
been Interested in such catastrophes 
with a view to discovering the plan in 
hem. He tried to find out why certain 
persons rather than others should die. 
nnd why virtuous as well as sinful 
people should succumb to a plague; he 
made up statistics to see how often 
prayers for rain were answered, and 
how often not. Brother Juniper was 
by no means a cynic or a doubter, but 
he believed that there were too many 
people who were, and that it was high 
time to prove to these in a concrete 
and exact manner the existence of 
God. 

Seek* Revelation 

This accident seemed to him just the 
thing to work on— to delve Into the 
lives of those who fell with the bridge 
and. If possible, find out why they 
were, chosen. He went about "for six- 
years, knocking at all the doors In 
Lima, asking thousands of • questions, 
filling scores of notebooks, .in his ef- 
fort at establishing the fact that each 
of the five lost lives was a perfect 
whole. Everyone knew that he was 
working on some sort of memorial of 
the accident and everyone was very 
helpful and misleading. 

"Yet for all his diligence, Brother 
Juniper never knew the central pas- 
sion of Dona Maria's life; nor of Uncle 
Plo's, not event of Esteban's. And I. 
who claim to know so much more. 
Isn't it possible that even I have miss- 
ed the. very spring within the spring?" 

From here the author procèdes to 
tell of tho five souls that departed 
with the fall of the bridge: of 
the pitiably woeful life of the Mar- 
quesa de Montemuyor (Dona Maria) 
and her unfortunate Pépita; of the si- 
lent and awesome character of Este- 
ban and the deep mutual love he and 
his twin brother had for one another; 
of Uncle Pio, a strange admixture of 
shyster, daventurer and dramatic tu- 
tor; and of the little son of The Peri- 
chole. Camlla Perlchole. a talented and 
emotional actress, is Involved in the 
lives of all of the bridge's victims. 
Genuine Love Standa Out 

In each tale Is embodied a different 
type of love, and In each there is a 
gentle irony. No one of the five loves 
Is merely u passion. Of such love we 
an; lold, "Many who have spent a 
lifetime In it con tell us less of love 
than the child that lost a dog yester- 
day."

"America is Confuted" Says 
Prominent Professor 



Wha, WL Think \ 
or t/u Shows \ 



(By Exchange Serv.ce> 
In contrast to tho driving energy 
that tt dlrcvts toward tho pursuit of 
material success, America is actually 
even moro conventional than is Eu- 
rope in such issuer a.* politics, relig- 
ion and morals, l>r, TIiwim S. linker, 
president of Carnegie Inst. lute oi 
Technology, observed recently In dis- 
ciisslni. "The. American M nd." 
••Amcrien." ho said. "Is confused. It 
' is trying to find outlets for Its bound- 
less energy and vigor; This Is shown 
in its swift pu: suit of results that can 
l>« measure,! In tonus of dollars, 
quantities, tangible thing's and its 
thirst for distraction from its unsp'.r- 
itual occupât ons. It shows a bound- 
les* yearning and earnestness In 
whatever it does, whether In Its prac- 
tical evcry-day accomplishments or in 
its sesrvh for pleasure. It feels a 
moral exaltation in exhausting itself 
In its work and it daims the right to 
wear Itself out in Its fatiguing labors, 
Work is lln god." 

Ameriesn Mind Independent 
In affairs of a practical nature, the 
American mind is independent, intre- 
pid. Ingenious snd h'.ghy imaginative, 
her believes, ''In dealing with ques- 
tions that are not practical." he add- 
ed, "it is bound by concentrons. The 
American will plan a skyscraper, or 
the development of an Industri.' plant, 
or a financial coup with great or fi- 
nality and daring hut concerning the 
fundamental issues of politics, reli- 
gion, morals-- anything of a phllo- 
sopîiicaj nature, he is apt to be ortho- 
dox to the point of docJUty. and we 
are therefore a nation of o-r.-e:va- 
tlveis. The youngest of the great na- 
tions ts a traditionalist par exe-, l'ence." 

Unecmventionalism is reproved most 
sharply In .1 democracy, because when 
large masses of peopi'e have the op- 
portunity of asserting themselves they 
will be four.ù to be almost Invariably 
on the side of what is customary. and 
opposed to Innovations, President Ba- 
ker explained. 'This characterization." 
he w-er.t or., "hardly rhymes with the 
popular conception of the America.-.. 
He is supposed to be pushing, rest'ess, 
progressive, venturesome. All these 
adjective.* may be applied to him 
truthfully. It is only in the t aim of 
idea* that ht seems to lose his courage 
and become dorl's. hesitant. "Why? 
Primarily because the American is a 
man nf actier. . He 1? less concerned 
with creditation thar. accomplishment. 
The impulse to do thing*, rather than 
to think about them — the a« uni- 
versal characteristic of the American 
people is an inheritance from the pe- 
riod of storm and stress of the found- 
ing of the nation." 

Littl» to Cause Alarm. 
Br. Baker, however, finds little 
c*u«*) for alarm :n the self-ccnsxMie'US- 
nes» of America regarding its alleged 
lack of culture." Those who reproach 
Amwicm, for her rcateria. , iem may rsy 
justly." he said, "that she has produ- 
ced few thinkers ox artists to be 
compared with the great names of 
Europe but I doubt whether a larger 
percentage of the sum total of human 
energy in our countr> - is devoted to ae. 
nuirinp worldly gf-ode than in other 
countries. The opportunities for the 
acquiring may be more favorable with 
us but the desire is no keener. Cer- 
tainly no land gives of Its riches more 
liber*'; y to religion, to éducation, to 
alleviate human suffering, even to art. 
Along with the tra.it of extravagance, 
there le also a national trait i-f gen- 
erosity. The American mtiy nut be 
libère in small things, he may be os- 
tentatloug in hie gifts, but as a rute 
h» feels a certain roaponslbl'lty to hie 
neighbor a sense of dependent upon 
those who surround him. Jt is n phase 
of the irpirit of solidarity which ex- 
presses ltaclf in his love of organiza- 
tion and the eagerness with which 
hs aUlee himself with all sorts of asso- 
ciations . 

"America has a conscience and its 
chief dlstatc is to succeed, to pro- 
duce). This is a form of idealism 
which wou'd seem to have very little 
ttodo with culture. True, but the fun- 
damental essential for human ad- 
vancement Is vitality and whore can 
we find such abounding energy, and 
where there Is robust strength, there 
is hope. Where world -weariness, pes- 
simism, passivity, prevail, there must 
be despair. It In hotter to fight for a 
doubthful cause than to succumb to in. 
difference, 

"One might hazard the prophecy 
that our greatest asset lies in our be- 
lief that achievement is worth while. 
America may well be the cradle of a 
new culture. Our Joy of living con- 
»laU» largely In tho spending of one s 
strength and this riuper-ahundant hap. 
plness in accomplishment, can he em- 
ployed on objectives that arc higher 
than tho creation of tiling. Wc may 
hope for something far more vlgou- 
rous in the Intellectual field than has 
shown itself up to the present."

A reduction diet should 
always supply tho body with abundant 
mineral salts for blood and tissues, 
roughage and lata for Intestinal lone 
aid vitamins for growth and resist- 
ance to disease."
